'I'lie UuKe Universities are repro- 
diicini; the world, and the student 
leurus to live as in the world Into 
which he is about to enter. 

In the smaller colleges there are 
education and Induction, the students 
minds are n.irniwed, whereas in the 
larger Universities education is more 
prufouml and the sympathies of the 
Students are widened. 

Mr. O. McGuire, the second speak- 
er on the affirmative, illustrated bis 
address with many well placed anec- 
dotes. He dealt mostly with the ef- 
rtcieney of the various collCKes, and 
said that a college is not a business 
institution, but an institution for 
knowledge, 

Woodrow Wilson renwrkcd, "that 
large universities are the side shows 
of the main circus. In Harvard 
there are from four hundred to live 
hundred students in each class. The 
result is that it is impossible for the 
students to have intercourse with the 
Instructor. It is impossible for one 
instructor to correct such a large 
number of papers, and so they are 
given out to graduates for correction 

Professor Munsterhurg of Harvard, 
in preferring the snuiller colleges to 
the larger said, "Only the sninller 
colleges with an attendance of from 
four to Ave hundred are professors 
able to come In contact with the 
pupils. Colleges are upheld for edu- 
cation and not commercialism. Usu- 
ally the large Universities are large 
financial institutions." 

What is wanted i In education is not 
broadening but deepening. The 
larger coPteges do not give a thor- 
ough elementary training as the 
smaller ones. 

Mr. R. M. McTavish, R.A., was the 
second speaker for Queens said that 
the affirmative had only pointed out 
a few of the detects of the larger col- 
leges and had not shown that they 
were not prevalent in the larger col- 
U'k'C.-i. lie tried to jiiill the ari;u- 
meuts of the atlirmalive to lUcces, 
and said that tlie niiuilier of stu- 
dents lier profe8.-ior in the larger uni- 
versities was smaller tlinn in the 
smalt Universities, and that it was 
lios.-iihle to lirinjr the st'idouts in 
close touch with llie instructors by 
means of tiie tntoiial sysiem. 

" rilc allirmative failed to prove 
' their points as th:y did not show 
that the smaller universities were ex- 
' erting a better influence than the 
I lar;:er ones."
